During the month I have extended 
the stone wall on the eas: side of the 
prison yard 160 feet, averaging 10 feet 
high, and have laid 250 feet. of six-inch 
coping on the same.

William L. Royal of Richmond, 
Va., is in receipt of a letter from 
J ustice Stephen J. Field, dated at 
Jan Francisco,} in which he says: 
“You know that my candidacy in 
1880 was not at my seeking, but made 
at the solicitation. of those that 
thought I might do something to 
bring the two sections of the country 
in better relation with each other, 
You know that I have long wished 
fora reorganization of the judicial 
system of the United States; that it 
should be so organized that delays 
should be avoided, and that a speedy 
as well as an impartial administration 
of justice {should be maintained.
